The  vork  and  functions  of  the  Free  Publications  office, 
formerly  in  room  515»  Administration  Building,  have  now 
been  transferred  to  the  patio.     The  chief  function  of  that 
office  was  to  furnish  material  to  the  -oublic  calling  in 
•oerson  for  it.    At  the  new  location  it  will  now  be  available 
more  conveniently.     Not  only  does  that  office  give  free 
publications  to  those  calling  for  them  but  it  also  acts  as 
a  sales  agency  for  the  Superintendent  of  Documents  and 
sells  coDies  available  only  by  Durchase. 

It  '-'ill  continue  to  supply  single  copies  for  reference  of 
any  available  publications  to  those  in  the  building  or  in 
the  Department  who  call  or  send  for  them.     The  office  is 
not  equipped,  however,  to  supply  them  in  quantities  or  to 
mail  them  out  on  telephone  request  or  to  deliver  them 
personally.    When  mailing  service  is  desired,  the  Distri- 
bution Section  (Extension  5596)  will  gladly  handle  it. 
Both  local  and  out-of-town  emergpncy  mailings  are  don^?  at 
the  Publications  warehouse.     Sev«^ral  postal  collections 
are  made  there  daily.
